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One is quite likely to handle a
cook book with hands that are not
entirely clean, and then occasion-
ally things that _you are beating
will splash or grease will spatter.

Cheese Croquettés.— Three table-
spoons butter, one-half cup flour, two-
thirds cup milk, yolks of two eggs,
one cup mild cheese cut in small
cubes, one-half cup grated Gruyere
cheese, salt and pepper, few grains
cayenne. Make a thick white sauce.
Add yolks of eggs without first beat-
ing and stir until well mixed, then add
grated cheese. When cheese is melted
remove from fire, fold in cheese cubes
and season with salf.-pepper and cay-
enne., Spread in a shallow pan and
cool. Turn on a board, cut in small
squares, dip in crumbs, egg and
erumbs again, fry. in deep fat and
drain.

When melted add pep-
per and paprika and serve.

Luncheon Dish.—Three-quarters cup
grated cheese, one-half cup cooked
spaghetti, one cup minced boiled ham,
two tablespoons butter, two table-
spoons ﬂour\ one cup milk, one-quar-
ter teaspoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon
pepper, one-half cup dry bread
crumbs moistened with two table-
spoons butter or melted ham fat.
Make white sauce of the butter, flour
and milk, add cheese. Put a layer of
spaghetti in a buttered baking dish,
then a layer of ham, and pour over
some of the sauce. Repeat until dish
is filled, cover with bread crumbs and
bake in hot oven 15 minutes.
